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Miracle baby emerges from Turkish quake rubble

ERCIS, Turkey (AP) — Af¬ 
ter 48 hours, a miracle 
emerged from the rubble: 
a 2-week-old baby girl 
brought out half-naked but 
alive fram the wreckage 
af an apartment building 
toppled by Turkey's devas¬ 
tating earthquake. 

Rescue workers erupted in 
cheers and applause Tues¬ 
day at sight of the infant — 
and again hours later when 
her mother and grand¬ 
mother were pulled out, 
their survival a ray of jay on 
an otherwise grim day. 

The death tall from Sun¬ 
day's 7.2-magnitude quake 
climbed tc at least 459 as 
desperate survivars taught 
over aid and blocked aid 
shipments. 

A powerful aftershock ignit¬ 
ed widespread panic that 
turned into a prison riot in a 
nearby provincial city. With 


thousands of quake survi¬ 
vars facing a third night out 
in the open in near-freezing 
temperatures, Turkey set 
aside its natianal pride and 
said it would accept inter¬ 


national aid offers, even 
from Israel, with which it 
has had strained relations. 
Tuesday's dramatic rescue 


of three generations of one 
family was all the mare re¬ 
markable because the in¬ 
fant, Azra Karaduman, was 
declared healthy after be¬ 
ing flown to a hospital in An¬ 


kara, the Turkish capital. 
Television footage shewed 
rescuer Kadir Direk in an 
orange jumpsuit wriggling 


into a narrow slit in the pile 
of concrete and metal, 
then sliding back cut with 
Azra, clad cniy in a T-shirt. 
"Praise be!" somecne shout¬ 
ed. 

"Get out of the way!" an¬ 
other yelled as the aid 
team and bystanders 
cleared a path to a waiting 
ambulance. 

"Bringing them out is such 
happiness. I wouldn't be 
happier if they gave me 
tens of money," said rescu¬ 
er Oytun Gulpinar. 

The pockets of jubilation 
were tempered by many 
mere discoveries of bodies 
by thousands of aid work¬ 
ers in the worst-hit city of Er- 
cis and other communities 
in eastern Turkey devas¬ 
tated by the earthquake. 
Even rescues were tinged 
with sadness: 

10-year-cld Serhat Gur was 
pulled alive tram the rubble 
of a building after being 
trapped far 54 heurs, only 
to die a short time later at a 
hospital, state-run TRT tele¬ 
vision reported. □

We are keeping cicse cen-

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Edwards fights campaign finance case 


Road to Robert Frost's 
Vermont home worth taking

GREENSBORO, N.C. - Law¬ 
yers for John Edwards will 
head to federal court here 
Wednesday to ask a judge 
to dismiss charges that 
he violated campaign fi¬ 
nance laws by using mon¬ 
ey from two wealthy bene¬ 
factors to support his preg¬ 
nant mistress during his run 
for the presidency in 2008. 
His lawyers contend that 
the government has ex¬ 
ceeded the reach of fed¬ 
eral election laws. 

In a series of filings, Ed¬ 
wards, a former U.S. sena¬ 
tor from North Carolina 
and the 2004 Democratic 
vice presidential nominee, 
argued that nearly $1 mil¬ 
lion used to keep his rela¬ 


tionship secret with Rielle 
Hunter, a campaign vid- 
eographer with whom he 
had a daughter, consti¬ 
tuted gifts - not campaign 
contributions. 

Prosecutors argue that 
the payments were in 
fact campaign contribu¬ 
tions because they were 
intended to help hide in¬ 
formation that could dam¬ 
age him politically. They 
also say Edwards filed false 
campaign reports to cover 
up the payments. 

Edwards, 58, and his law¬ 
yers have argued that if 
the prosecutors' theory is 
upheld, then campaigns 
could use legal contribu¬ 
tions “to pay for a candi¬ 
date to conceal a mistress, 
conceal an unwed preg¬ 


nant daughter and, one 
would imagine, even to 
pay for an abortion to hide 
evidence of an affair." 

The hearing here Wednes¬ 
day in U.S. District Court for 
the Middle District of North 
Carolina is expected to last 
all day and offer a good 
preview of the aggressive 
legal chess game that Ed¬ 
wards is preparing to play if 
the charges are allowed to 
stand and the trial opens in 
January. 

Edwards’ lawyers will argue 
that prosecutors are using 
federal conspiracy laws 
incorrectly and that the 
entire case is a politically 
motivated abuse of pros¬ 
ecutorial discretion. 
Allowing the trial to pro¬ 
ceed would turn elections 
law on its head, Edwards' 
lawyers contend, making 
ambiguous for all candi¬ 
dates what does or does 
not count as a campaign 
contribution. 

The theory is backed by 
Citizens for Responsibility 
and Ethics in Washington, 
a nonprofit organization 
founded to fight congres¬ 
sional corruption that often 
serves as a counterpoint to 
more conservative watch¬ 
dog groups. 

Over objections by prose¬ 
cutors, a federal judge this 
month allowed the group 
to file a brief in the case 
critical of the charges. 
Federal prosecutors, mean¬ 
while, have complained 
about conflicts of interest 
on Edwards' legal team, 
which has been in flux. □

Middlebury College in 
Vermont is famous for its 
foreign language sum¬ 
mer schools and their “lan¬ 
guage pledge": No English 
Spoken Here. Speak it, and 
risk expulsion. 

Ten miles away, it's a differ¬ 
ent story at the college's 
Bread Loaf School of Eng¬ 
lish, the existence of which 
is inextricably linked with 
the history of American lit¬ 
erature through its connec¬ 
tion to one of our deepest 
poets. Robert Frost spent 30 
summers writing, teaching, 
and living at Bread Loaf. His 
rustic cabin a mile away is 
preserved - pretty much as 
he left it - by the college. 

As a keepsake, it is pro¬ 
found and simple, kind of 
like Frost himself. 

Robert Frost bought the 
property known as the 
Homer Noble Farm in Rip- 
ton, Vt., in 1938. I won’t 
bother describing the main 
house. Picture in your head 
a typical white Vermont 
farmstead. There, you’ve 
got it. Now forget it. 

The important piece of 
architecture is the plain 
wooden cabin set back 
out of sight behind it where 
Frost lived during the sum¬ 
mers between 1939 and 
1963, while teaching at 
Bread Loaf. 

The man known so well for 
his "snowy woods” and 
"roads less traveled” knew 
what he was talking about. 



Featured is the grave of 
Robert Frost. Middlebury 
College in Vermont is famous 
for its foreign ionguage 
summer schools and their 
“language pledge”: No 
English Spoken Here. Speak it, 
and risk expulsion. 

The delicious location 
brings to mind poetic acro¬ 
batics. Dappled sunshine. 
Bending birches. Paths 
pocked with tree roots like 
the veins on the back of an 
arthritic hand. 

While located near the 
main Middlebury College 
campus, the cabin seems 
part of a different world, 
swallowed up by the sud¬ 
denness of the Green 
Mountains. 

The last few miles of the trip 
there on Route 125 are the 
windiest, shadowing the 
convolutions of the Middle¬ 
bury River, more boulders 
than water. 

Frost's connection to nature 
is a given, but what about 
his connection to Middle¬ 
bury College? In 1915 the 
German language school 
was founded at Middlebury 
College, the first of many 
summer language schools 
to follow. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Five New 
York Police Department offi¬ 
cers smuggled firearms and 
slot machines they thought 
were stolen and some even 
used bolt cutters to pilfer 
hundreds of boxes of ciga¬ 
rettes from tractor-trailer 
trucks as part of a 12-per- 
son theft ring that was un¬ 
der federal surveillance the 
entire time, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

Three retired NYPD officers 
and a New Jersey correc¬ 
tions officer are among 
the other defendants 
named in a federal crimi¬ 
nal complaint alleging an 
undercover agent paid 
them more than $100,000 
to moonlight as gun run¬ 
ners while under FBI surveil¬ 
lance. Three current offi¬ 
cers also participated in a 
brazen theft of cigarettes 
they were told were worth 
$500,000, the complaint 
says. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
has long targeted illegal 
smuggling of guns into the 
city and said that, if the 
accusations are true, the 
officials engaged in “a dis¬ 
graceful and deplorable 
betrayal of the public trust.” 
The men were eager and 
willing to smuggle the 
weapons and commit oth¬ 
er crimes “so long as the 
price was right,” U.S. At¬ 
torney Preet Bharara said 
at a news conference an¬ 
nouncing the arrests. 
Arresting fellow law enforc¬ 
ers in a corruption case “is 
a heartbreaking thing,” 


Bharara added. “But it is 
our duty to enforce the law 
and to uphold the rule of 
law — and to do so perhaps 
most unflinchingly when we 
come across people who 
have chosen to breach 
that sacred duty, because 


an officer who betrays his 
badge betrays every hon¬ 
orable officer as well as ev¬ 
ery member of the public.” 
The arrests come amid 
speculation that other 
NYPD officers could be 
facing less-serious criminal 
charges in a separate in¬ 
vestigation of traffic ticket 
fixing in the Bronx. 

Police Commissioner Ray¬ 
mond Kelly said the new 
case, involving officers as¬ 
signed in Brooklyn, has no 
connection to the Bronx 
probe. 

He also defended the repu¬ 
tation of the nation’s larg¬ 


est police department. 

“The vast majority of po¬ 
lice officers do outstanding 
work to protect the city,” 
Kelly said. 

“A case like this is disheart¬ 
ening to the entire depart¬ 
ment.” 


The arrests stem from an FBI- 
NYPD internal affairs investi¬ 
gation that began in 2009 
when a paid FBI informant 
tipped off authorities that 
an 18-year NYPD veteran, 
William Masso, was inter¬ 
ested in making money by 
transporting stolen goods. 
In the months that followed, 
the informant and an un¬ 
dercover investigator pos¬ 
ing as the ringleader began 
supplying the defendants 
and others cigarettes — 
purportedly stolen out of 
state — for resale in New 
York, the criminal complaint 
says.Q

was admitted to the Sioux 
Falls hospital for fatigue af¬ 
ter completing a lecture 
tour. 

She said doctors expect 
him to make a full recovery 
and be released in a cou¬ 
ple of days. 

Ward said the family has 
asked for privacy while Mc¬ 
Govern recovers and rests. 
McGovern, a South Dakota 
congressman from 1957 to 
1961 and U.S. senator from 
1963 to 1981, ran for presi¬ 


dent against incumbent 
Richard Nixon in 1972 and 
lost in a historic landslide. 
McGovern had moved 
to St. Augustine, Florida, 
in 2008 after the death of 
his wife, Eleanor. His latest 
book, “What it Means to 
Be a Democrat,” is sched¬ 
uled to be released Nov. 
10. He was scheduled to be 
in his hometown of Mitch¬ 
ell, South Dakota, four days 
after its release for the 2011 
McGovern Conference. 
McGovern was elected 
to his first of three Senate 
terms in 1962. 

He ran for president three 
times, making a try for the 
nomination in 1968 and 
1984 in addition to the 1972 
race. 

Despite the Watergate 
break-in that year, Nixon 
won a second term in one 
of the biggest landslides in 
modern history. The liberal 
McGovern won only one 
state, Massachusetts. □

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Death highlights women’s role in Special Ops

WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 
1 st Lt. Ashley White died on 
the front lines in southern 
Afghanistan last weekend, 
the first casualty in what the 
Army says is a new and vi¬ 
tal wartime attempt ta gain 
the trust of Afghan women. 
White, like other female 
soldiers working with spe¬ 
cial operations teams, was 
brought in to do things that 
would be awkward or im¬ 
possible for her male team¬ 
mates. Frisking burqa-clad 
women, for example. 

Her death, in a bamb ex- 
plosian in the Taliban heart¬ 
land of Kandahar, under¬ 
scares the risks of placing 
women with elite U.S. spe¬ 
cial operations teams work¬ 
ing in remote villages. 
Military leaders and other 
female soldiers in the pro¬ 
gram say its rewards are 
great, even as it fuels de¬ 
bate over the roles of wom¬ 
en in combat. 

“We cauld do things that 
the males cannot do, and 
they are starting to realize 
that," says Sgt. Christine 
Baldwin, who like White 
was among the first groups 
of women deployed to Af¬ 
ghanistan this year as spe¬ 
cially trained “cultural sup¬ 
port” troops. 

Male saldiers often cannot 
even speak ta an Afghan 
woman because at the 
strict cultural norms that 
separate the sexes and the 
traditian at wamen remain¬ 
ing behind closed doors 
most of the time. Forcing 
the issue has yielded only 
resentment, military officials 
say, and has jeopardized 
the trust and cooperation 
of villagers. From the start 
of the war 10 years aga, 
Afghans have especially 
resented the practice of 
“night raids" in which male 
foreign soldiers enter and 
search homes, the tradi¬ 


tional sanctum of women. 
“We could search the fe¬ 
male, find out the other 
half of the information,” 


Baldwin said in an inter¬ 
view. “If yau’re missing half 
of the lay of the land, how 
effective are you in engag¬ 
ing the populace?” 

That question was eight 
years in the making. It arose 
from the frustration of U.S. 
commanders who realized 
twa years aga that as they 
tried ta apply the principles 
at ccunterinsurgency — 
prefect civilians and enlist 
them ta reject insurgents 
and provide intelligence 
— they weren’t reaching 
the majority of the Afghan 
population. 

Now, the first female sol¬ 


diers are serving in com¬ 
mando units. They are 
trained to ferret out critical 
information not available 


ta their male team mem¬ 
bers, to identify insurgents 
disguised as women and 
figure out when Afghan 
women are being used to 
hide weapons. 

U.S. women have been on 
the front lines in Afghani¬ 
stan since the war began, 
and aver time they have 
been used ta reach out 
to the Afghan papulation 
through health care initia¬ 
tives and ather pragrams. 
They have traveled with 
Army soldiers and Marines 
throughout the warfront, 
often to assist in develop¬ 
ment projects or as part of 


psychological operations 
— what are now called 
MISO, or military informa¬ 
tion support operations. 

But as elite special opera- 
tians teams fanned aut 
across the country doing 
counterinsurgency “stabil¬ 
ity operatians” in the small 
villages, they camplained 
ta their superiars that they 
weren’t reaching the wom¬ 
en and children who make 
up as much as 71 percent 
of the population. 

‘We waited too long to get 
to this,” says Command 
Sgt. Maj. Ledfard Stigall. 
“We had a lat at people 
focused on the kill and 
capture, and it really took 
someone to say, hey it’s 
nat about kill, capture, it’s 
about developing a coun¬ 
try that can take care of 
itself.” 

“Women have a voice,” he 
said. “They can influence 
the men in their society.” 

In 2009, under pressure from 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
then the top U.S. com¬ 
mander in Afghanistan, 
and Gen. 

David Petraeus, then the 
top U.S. commander in the 
Middle East, the Army be¬ 
gan to develop Cultural 
Support Teams. 

Last November, the first 
group of women went 
through a grueling five-day 
assessment that tested their 
physical and military skills, 
their prablem-salving and 
writing abilities and their 
psychalogical and mental 
fitness. Those that passed 
moved on to a six-week 
training program. 

And in January, the first 
group of 28 women de¬ 
ployed to Afghanistan with 
Army Rangers and Special 
Farces teams.

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Tearful nurse testifies about warning to Jackson

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

sometimes tearful nurse 
testified Tuesday that her 
efforts to save Michael 
Jackson from the drug he 
craved for sleep were re¬ 
buffed by the star who 
insisted he needed the 
powerful anesthetic that 
eventually killed him. 
Cherilyn Lee, a nurse prac¬ 
titioner who tried to shift 
Jackson to holistic sleep 
aids in the months before 
he died, said the singer 
told her Dipravan, a brand 
name for propofol, was 
the only thing that would 
knock him out and induce 
the sleep he needed. 

He told Lee he had experi¬ 
enced the drug once dur¬ 
ing surgery. 

Lee almost didn’t testify. 
She sat down in the witness 
box then said she felt dizzy 
before starting to cry. 

“This is just very sensitive for 
me,” she explained. 
Superior Court Judge Mi¬ 
chael Pastor had her taken 
to another room to rest, 
and she returned 20 minute 
later saying she felt better. 
She became tearful again 
while testifying that she 
had warned Jackson not 
to take the drug. 

The day was also marked 
by poignant testimony 
from the head of AEG, the 
concert giant that planned 
Jackson’s ill-fated “This Is It” 
shows in London. 

Randy Phillips, the com¬ 
pany president and chief 
executive officer who first 
proposed the concert to 
Jackson, said the star was 
excited and committed to 
restarting his career in Lon¬ 
don, where he could settle 
down with his children on 
a country estate “so they 
wouldn’t be living as vaga¬ 
bonds.” 

“It was emotional,” said 
Phillips. “I cried.” 

“Did he cry?” asked de¬ 
fense attorney Ed Chernoff. 
“Yes,” Phillips said softly. 

Lee told of coming into 
Jackson’s life at the be¬ 
ginning of 2009 and leav¬ 
ing just before Dr. Conrad 
Murray arrived. Murray has 
pleaded not guilty to invol¬ 
untary manslaughter and 
is accused of giving Jack- 
son a fatal dose of the drug 


Lee would not give him. 

Lee recalled a meeting with 
the superstar at his rented 
mansion two months be¬ 
fore his death. 

“He was sitting very close to 
me,” she said. “He looked 
at me and said, ‘I have a 
lot of difficulty sleeping. I’ve 
tried a lot of things and I 
need something that will 
make me fall asleep right 
away. I need Dipravan.” 


Lee had never heard of the 
drug but did research and 
later told Jackson it was 
too dangerous to use in a 
home. 

At one point she asked: 
“What if you didn’t wake 
up?” 

Jackson, however, was un¬ 
swayed and adamant the 
drug would be safe if he 
had a doctor who could 
monitor him while he slept. 


Prosecutors claim Murray 
abandoned Jackson af¬ 
ter administering the fatal 
dose of propofol and failed 
to have proper life-saving 
and monitoring equipment 
on hand. 

Lee was called to the stand 
by Murray’s defense, but 
the impact of her testimony 
was mixed. 

While she supported a de¬ 
fense theory that Jackson 


was doctor shopping in a 
desperate search for some¬ 
one to give him propofol, 
a prosecutor seized on her 
warning to show Murray 
should have known the 
dangers too and refused 
the request by Jackson. 
Under cross-examination 
by prosecutor David Wal- 
gren, Lee acknowledged a 
conversation with Jackson 
in which she told him. □

memorabilia, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment said Tuesday. 
Teodoro Nguema Obiang 
Mangue, a government 
minister in the West African 
county, used his position 
to siphon millions of dollars 
for his own personal use, 
authorities said in two civil 
forfeiture complaints filed 
in U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles and Washington, 
D.C. The complaints soy 
Mangue's assets can be 
forfeited because he en¬ 
gaged in misappropriation 
and theft of public funds 
for his benefit. The U.S. 
government is seeking to 
recover $70 million in sto¬ 
len funds from Nguema for 
“the benefit of the people 
of the country from which it 
was taken.” “We are send¬ 
ing the message loud and 
clear: The United States will 
not be a hiding place for 
the ill-gotten riches of the 
world’s corrupt leaders,” 
said Assistant U.S. Attorney 
General Lanny Breuer. 

An email message left for 
Purificocion Angue Ondo, 
Equatorial Guinea's am¬ 
bassador to the U.S., was 
not immediately returned. 
U.S. authorities believe 


Nguema, son of Equato¬ 
rial Guinea President Te¬ 
odoro Obiang Nguema, 
amassed more than $100 
million through various 
schemes while he served 
as the country’s forestry 
minister. Among them were 
demanding companies to 
pay a “tax” for doing busi¬ 
ness in Equatorial Guinea 
as well os providing Ngue¬ 
ma with gifts and free ser¬ 
vices, according to court 
documents. The country 
of about 680,000 people 
has become a major oil, 
gas and timber producer, 
resulting in billions of dol¬ 
lars in revenue. Nguema 
is accused of tapping into 
that wealth and indulging 
in a lavish lifestyle, despite 
a government salary of 
about $6,800 a month, of¬ 
ficials said. 

Nguema spent $30 million 
on a Malibu mansion, $38.5 
million on a Gulfstreom jet 
and about $3.2 million on 
Michael Jackson memo¬ 
rabilia that included a 
crystal-covered glove from 
the “Bad” tour and a bas¬ 
ketball signed by the singer 
and Michael Jordan, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Among the other items pur¬ 
chased by Nguema, ac¬ 
cording to federal officials, 
was a 2011 Ferrari automo¬ 
bile valued at more than 
$530,000. Nguema also 
stored 24 luxury cars worth 
nearly $10 million at the Pe¬ 
tersen Automotive Museum 
in Los Angeles and shipped 
them to France. □

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela's top prison 
official said Tuesday that 
inmates who had seized 
more than 50 guards and 
other prison workers in the 
Tocuyito lockup have re¬ 
leased the final 12 hostag¬ 
es, ending a tense standoff 
in which prisoners were de¬ 
manding transfers. 
Penitentiary Minister Iris Va¬ 
rela said the hostages were 
released after authorities 
vowed to transfer hundreds 
of prisoners to another facil¬ 
ity. 

“Nobody is any longer in a 
hostage situation,” said Va¬ 
rela, speaking on state tele¬ 
vision. “The situation inside 
the prison of Tocuyito was 
resolved.” 

The prisoners took the hos¬ 
tages earlier this month, 
sparking a standoff that 
heightened tensions in the 
country's severely over¬ 
crowded prison system 
where contraband such as 
guns and drugs are com¬ 
monplace. 

Varela said inmates agreed 
to release the remaining 
hostages after authorities 
promised to return 400 pris¬ 
oners to El Rodeo, where 
many of the rebellious pris¬ 
oners had been locked up 
before their transfer earlier 
this year to Tocuyito. 
Officials had moved the 
inmates to try to end an 
armed uprising at El Ro¬ 
deo. 

But prisoners have de¬ 
manded that they be 
returned to El Rodeo be¬ 
cause it's closer to their 
families and the courts 
where their cases are be¬ 


ing heard, said Carlos Nie¬ 
to, a lawyer and prisons ac¬ 
tivist who heads the group 
Una Ventana a la Libertad. 
Varela strongly con¬ 
demned prison guards at 
Tocuyito for allegedly tak¬ 
ing bribes and allowing in¬ 
mates to obtain firearms 
and grenades, saying gov¬ 
ernment authorities would 
launch an investigation into 
possible corruption. 

Many inmates in the coun¬ 
try's prisons have been held 
for months if not years while 
waiting for their cases to be 
heard. 

Inmates have aired their 
grievances by regularly 
seizing relatives of prisoners 
during visiting hours, and 
most recently, have taken 
prison guards and other of¬ 
ficials as hostages. 

President Hugo Chavez’s 
government has recog¬ 
nized prison crowding as 
a problem, and a newly 
appointed prisons minister. 
Iris Varela, has pledged to 
come up with solutions. 
Venezuela’s 30 prisons 
were designed to hold 
about 12,000 prisoners but 
are currently packed with 
about 47,000 inmates, ac¬ 
cording to official fIgures.Q

Breakfast meetings, per¬ 
haps, are best suited to Hol¬ 
lywood types, people who 
pitch and spin even be¬ 
fore the first coffee. When 
I found myself in Son Fran¬ 
cisco early this month along 
with Nancy Silverton, the es¬ 
teemed founder of Lo Brea 
Bakery and the restaurant 
Campanile in Los Angeles, 
the only time we could get 
together was for breakfast. 
Silverton, who now owns 
two of Los Angeles' most 
popular restaurants, Os- 
teria Mozza and Pizzeria 
Mozza, with Mario Botali 
and Joe Bastianich, has just 
published her eighth book, 
“The Mozza Cookbook,” 
and for breakfast, she sug¬ 
gested Boulettes Larder, in 
the Ferry Building. 

Silverton, 57, arrived 
dressed in black like a New 
Yorker, wearing Jackie O 
shades, even though she is 
San Fernando Valley born 
and bred. She is a small 
woman, sporting a knot 
of wiry hair on top of her 
head, and her body has a 
tensile quality, like a human 
rubber band. The physical 
work of a baker requires 
agility and stamina and a 
bent toward stubbornness, 
or perfectionism, and even 
behind the Foster Grants 
that attitude slammed 
through. She’s a cool girl, if 
not quite a tough girl, and 
when members of the res¬ 
taurant staff recognized 
her, they surrounded her 
like a team of white blood 
cells. Yes, there was a plat¬ 
ter of toasted artisanal 
breads of the type she pio¬ 
neered in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia 22 years ago. There 
was a ramekin of soft but¬ 
ter topped with sea salt. 
There was Blue Bottle cof¬ 
fee, and very soon, once 
Silverton lost the sunglass¬ 
es, there were some hard 
truths served along with the 
bread. A mother of three 
children, divorced since 
2007 from Mark Peel, the ex¬ 
ecutive chef at Campanile, 
she made $6 million from 
the sale of La Brea Bakery 
in 2001 and entrusted it all 
to an investor in Beverly Hills, 
Calif. He, in turn, entrusted 
it to Bernard L. Madoff. She 
lost everything. 


But the morning light is still 
too bright and the pots of 
coffee still too full for soul 
baring. First, let's talk about 
Mozza. 

The inspiration (Silverton is 
big on inspiration) for all 
things Mozza - the osteria, 
the pizzeria, the book - 
was a lunch she served to 
the chef Jeremiah Tower 
at her house in Umbria. At 
the market there, she was 
inspired by cheese, buying 


an array of mozzarella and 
burrata, serving it with a va¬ 
riety of condiments. Tower 
told her about Obika, the 
mozzarella bar that origi¬ 
nated in Rome. “It was the 
cheese version of sushi,” 
she said, “and what I liked 
so much was the focus on 
one thing, basing a restau¬ 
rant on mozzarella.” 

In this country, certainly, the 
majority of mozzarella quali¬ 


fies as the chicken breast of 
cheese: bland. But in Italy, 
Silverton saw myriad possi¬ 
bilities. “Obika had salad-y 
things accompanying the 
dish," she said. “But I saw 
that mozzarella had a life of 
its own that didn’t have to 
be Caprese. I started layer¬ 
ing in other flavors.” 
Although Batali had long 
cringed at the prospect 
of investing in Los Angeles 
restaurants that cater to 


the show-biz crowd, given 
its fear of calories, carbo¬ 
hydrates, salt, fat, sugar 
and anything eaten after 6 
p.m., she said, he loved her 
concept. When he opened 
Del Posto in New York, he 
offered her the pastry de¬ 
partment; she declined.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Man¬ 
ny Pacquiao never takes 
his fights personally. The 
pound-for-pound king’s op¬ 
ponents ore usually quite 
respectful of his throne, and 
the easygoing Pacquiao 
shrugs off any stray insults 
with a smile. 

Not this time. Not in his third 
fight with Juan Manuel Mar¬ 
quez, the closest thing to an 
archrival for this unrivaled 
eight-division champion. 
Pacquiao's trainers are 
sensing an unsettling edge 
in the Filipino congressman, 
who started an all-out train¬ 
ing regimen with pre-dawn 
runs and lengthy gym work¬ 
outs before the fight was 
even announced. 

The steady stream of 
bloody, beaten sparring 
partners leaving the Wild 
Card Gym testifies to a fo¬ 
cus that nobody in Pac- 
quiao’s camp has ever 
seen. 

“I'm not upset, but I get ex¬ 
cited because he’s claim¬ 
ing that he won the fights,” 
Pacquiao said while wrap¬ 
ping his hands in the broom 
closet that serves as his 
dressing room at trainer 
Freddie Roach’s gym in Flol- 
lywood. 

“That’s why I train hard, be¬ 
cause I want to end this, all 
the doubts. This is our last 
fight.” 

Pacquiao admits he’s insult¬ 
ed by Marquez’s boastful 
insistence that he won their 
first two fights, which ended 
in a draw in 2004 and a split 
decision for Pacquiao in 
2008. Marquez even trav¬ 
eled to the Philippines to 
plead his case to the pub¬ 
lic, wearing a T-shirt em¬ 
blazoned with: “We Were 
Robbed.” 

In truth, both bouts were 
dazzling displays of style 


and heart, with Pacquiao's 
aggression and toughness 
matching Marquez's coun- 
terpunching and combi¬ 
nations for 24 fascinating 
rounds. Pacquiao knocked 
down Marquez three times 
in the first round of the first 
fight, and he floored Mar¬ 
quez once in the rematch, 
but Marquez rallied both 
times to even the bouts, 
doing more damage to 
Pacquiao than any oppo¬ 
nent in the past decade. 

“It seems personal to him 
because he talks too much, 
and he needs to prove it,” 
said Pacquiao, who will 
meet Marquez at the MGM 
Grand Garden in Las Ve¬ 
gas on Nov. 12. “Fie talks a 
lot, and it's not good for a 
fighter to talk a lot without 
action. 

Me, I don't talk a lot. I just 
do some action.” 

Pacquiao is sparring more 
aggressively and running 
more miles than he usu¬ 
ally does at this point in 
his preparation for a fight. 
Roach said. Fle's also train¬ 
ing smarter, with strength 
trainer Alex Ariza finally sell¬ 
ing him on the benefits of 
an occasional day off to 
rejuvenate the calf muscles 
that cramped against Mar¬ 
quez. 

“I don’t think I’ve seen him 
more focused, and I think 
it's because it's personal, 
for sure,” Ariza said shortly 
before Pacquiao knocked 
another palooka through 
the Wild Card ropes twice 
in the same sparring round. 
“When something is per¬ 
sonal, it's a lot different. Fie 
knows that he has to make 
a statement in this one. With 
everyone having questions 
about the first two, he has 
to make sure in this one that 
there's no doubt. ... We’re 
going through sparring 
partners like you change 


underwear. I'm surprised 
that these guys are still 
coming back.” 

Even with his stellar career in 
full bloom over the past two 
years, Pacquiao has been 
generous to a fault with his 
recent opponents. Fie no¬ 
ticeably let up on Joshua 
Clottey and Antonio Mar- 
garito when they couldn’t 


match him last year, and 
he irked many fans by con¬ 
stantly touching gloves with 
over-the-hill Sugar Shane 
Mosley last May, even hug¬ 
ging Mosley before the 12th 
round. 

“I don’t see Manny even 
touching gloves (with Mar¬ 
quez)," Ariza said. “Fie has 
a disdain for the guy, and 


I've never known him to dis¬ 
like anyone. ... Manny is still 
a nice guy and everything, 
but there’s something very 
Third World about him 
when he wants to be. Fie 
can be merciless. I’ve seen 
it, and it's been a long time 
since I've seen that. Usually 
he lets guys off the hook. 
Fie isn't letting anybody off 
the hook.” 

It's unlikely Pacquiao 
would get a hug back 
from Marquez, a relentless 
competitor from the old- 
school Mexican tradition 
of brawlers. Marquez and 
his trainer, Nacho Beristain, 
are still sore losers about 
the second fight, with Beri¬ 
stain improbably alleging 
corruption in the judging 
when Pacquiao won by 
one round on one judge’s 
scorecard. 

Pacquiao insists he won’t 
be disappointed if he 
doesn't knock out Mar¬ 
quez, but his trainers will 
be surprised. The WBO 
welterweight title bout will 
be fought at a 144-pound 
catch weight, and Pac¬ 
quiao fights comfortably 
at a weight Marquez has 
only tried once before — 
in a one-sided loss to Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. 

“I don’t think this fight is go¬ 
ing to go six rounds,” Roach 
said. 

“With Manny’s footwork, 
he's just a completely dif¬ 
ferent animal to the guy 
that fought Marquez the 
first time. (Marquez) has 
gotten up against Manny 
before, but I don't think he’s 
going to be able to get up 
from the power Manny has 
now. Fle's a much stronger 
guy than he was at those 
smaller weight classes. Fle’s 
just a completely different 
animal. We can put it to 
bed, finally shut them up, 
and be happy.”Q

As a Medical Anthropolo¬ 
gist I am toscinoted when 
I see o culture change or 
adopt o holiday. Here in 
Aruba os in most of Latin 
America, November P' is 
All Saint's Day when we 
visit the graves of departed 
family members. We clean 
the tombs, decorate the 
graves with flowers, pray 
and remember our depart¬ 
ed loved ones. 

The Mexican and 
Filipino celebration of the 
memory of their deceased 
ancestors called El Dia de 
los Muertos, or The Day of 
the Dead also occurs on 
November 1 and Novem¬ 
ber 2, and is coinciding with 
the similar Roman Catholic 
celebrations of All Saints 
Day and All Souls Day. Yet, 
we need to realize that “A 
rose by any other name is 
still a rose”. 

All of these celebrations 
are reflections of rituals 
celebrating the lives of 
our ancestors. Our Meso- 
american ancestors have 
performed these rituals for 
at least 3,000 years; where 
it was common practice to 
enact rituals to symbolize 
death and rebirth. 

We appreciate that 
some of us do not need 
much rationale to party, but 
the adoption of Halloween 
on the eve of All Saint's Day 
has many social critics de¬ 
nouncing the adoption as 
Americanization influences. 
Perhaps, but cultures do 
not adopt anything unless 
an emotional need is being 
satisfied. 

Halloween ob¬ 
served on October 31, the 


eve of All Saints' Day is 
based on a medieval Eu¬ 
ropean concept of death, 
and is populated by de¬ 
mons, usually female witch¬ 
es and other images of ter¬ 
ror. 

Our Indo-Hispanic custom 
of All Saint's Day or The Day 
of the Dead, in contrast, 
is distinctly different. Our 
celebration demonstrates 
strong sense of love and 
respect for one's ances¬ 
tors; celebrates the con¬ 
tinuance of life, family re¬ 
lationships, community soli¬ 
darity; positive concepts! 
Then why has our culture so 
quickly embraced the an¬ 
cient British and Irish Celtic 
festival of Samhain eve an 
occasion for one of the 
ancient fire festivals when 
huge bonfires were set on 
hilltops to frighten away evil 
spirits? 

Professionally, in 
our clinic I witness endless 
medical complaints rooted 
in emotional problems. The 
psychologist, Carl Jung stat¬ 
ed that you have two over¬ 
riding tasks in your life; in 
the first half of your life you 
need to become comfort¬ 
able with your sexuality and 
in the second half of your 
life you need to accept 
your mortality. 

All human activity is ex¬ 
plained as work being done 
in one of these categorizes. 
I explain the rapid adop¬ 
tion of Halloween by Latin 
Americans as an opportu¬ 
nity to symbolically overlay 
our dominant emotions, sex 
and death. 

Besides the adop¬ 
tion, we are also experienc¬ 


ing that increasingly Hallow¬ 
een is a holiday for adults. 
Adults now represent up 
to sixty five percent of Hal¬ 
loween costume sales, a 
noticeable shift compared 
with years past. Also, we 
are observing that the cos¬ 
tumes selling the quick¬ 
est are those that are sexy 
adult Halloween costumes 
and games. 

Most adults love 
Halloween because it is a 
great excuse to let your 
imagination go wild. Deep 
down we all want to be 
desired, to be seen as sexy 
and attractive. All that 
dressing up, play-acting 
behind the costume mask 
is liberating for many.

a fear in new hacks

SAN JOSE, California (AP) — 

When a computer attack 
hobbled Iran’s unfinished 
nuclear power plant last 
year, it was assumed to be 
a military-grade strike, the 
handiwork of elite hacking 
professionals with nation¬ 
state backing. 

Yet for all ifs science fic- 
fion sophisficafion, key ele- 
menfs have now been repli- 
cafed in laboratory settings 
by security experts with little 
time, money or specialized 
skill. It is an alarming devel¬ 
opment that shows how 
technical advances are 
eroding the barrier that has 
long prevented computer 
assaults from leaping from 
the digital to the physical 
world. 

The techniques demon¬ 
strated in recent months 
highlight the danger to op¬ 
erators of power plants, wa¬ 
ter systems and other criti¬ 
cal infrastructure around 
the world. 

“Things that sounded ex¬ 
tremely unlikely a few 
years ago are now com¬ 
ing along,” sold Scott Borg, 
director of the U.S. Cyber 
Consequences Unit, a non¬ 
profit group that helps the 
U.S. government prepare 
for future attacks. 

While the experiments have 
been performed in labora¬ 
tory settings, and the find¬ 
ings presented at security 
conferences or in techni¬ 
cal papers, the danger of 
another real-world attack 
such as the one on Iran is 
profound. 

The team behind the so- 
called Stuxnet worm that 
was used to attack the Ira¬ 
nian nuclear facility may still 
be active. 

New malicious software 
with some of Stuxnet's origi¬ 
nal code and behavior has 
surfaced, suggesting ongo¬ 
ing reconnaissance against 


industrial control systems. 
And attacks on critical in¬ 
frastructure are increasing. 
The Idaho National Labora¬ 
tory, home to secretive de¬ 
fense labs intended to pro¬ 
tect U.S. power grids, water 
systems and other critical 
infrastructure, has respond¬ 
ed to triple the number of 
computer attacks from cli¬ 
ents this year over last, the 
U.S. Department of Home¬ 
land Security has revealed. 
For years, ill-intentioned 
hackers have dreamed of 
plaguing the world’s infra¬ 
structure with a brand of 
sabotage reserved for Hol¬ 
lywood. 

They’ve mused about 
wreaking havoc in indus¬ 
trial settings by burning out 
power plants, bursting oil 
and gas pipelines, or stall¬ 
ing manufacturing plants. 
But a key roadblock has 
prevented them from caus¬ 
ing widespread destruc¬ 
tion: they’ve lacked a way 
to take remote control of 
the electronic “control¬ 
ler” boxes that serve os the 
nerve centers for heavy 
machinery. 

The attack on Iron changed 
all that. Now, security ex¬ 
perts — and presumably, 
malicious hackers — are 
racing to find weaknesses. 
They’ve found a slew of vul¬ 
nerabilities. 

Think of the new findings as 
the hacking equivalent of 
Moore’s Low, the famous 
rule about computing pow¬ 
er that it roughly doubles 
every couple of years. 

Just os better computer 
chips have accelerated 
the spread of PCs and con¬ 
sumer electronics over the 
post 40 years, new hacking 
techniques ore making all 
kinds of critical infrastruc¬ 
ture — even prisons — more 
vulnerable to attacks. 

One thing all of the findings 
have in common is that mit¬ 
igating the threat requires 


organizations to bridge a 
cultural divide that exists in 
many facilities. 

Among other things, sepa¬ 
rate teams responsible for 
computer and physical se¬ 
curity need to start talking 
to each other and coordi¬ 
nate efforts. 

Many of the threats at 
these facilities involve elec¬ 
tronic equipment known as 
controllers. 

These devices take com¬ 
puter commands and send 
instructions to physical ma¬ 
chinery, such os regulating 
how tost a conveyor belt 
moves. 

They function os bridges 
between the computer 
and physical worlds. Com¬ 
puter hackers can exploit 
them to take over physical 
infrastructure. 

Stuxnet, for example, was 
designed to damage cen¬ 
trifuges in the nuclear plant 
being built in Iron by affect¬ 
ing how fast the controllers 
instructed the centrifuges 
to spin. Iron has blamed the 
U.S. and Israel for trying to 
sabotage what it says is a 
peaceful program. 

Security researcher Dillon 
Beresford said it took him 
just two months and $20,000 
in equipment to find more 
than a dozen vulnerabilities 
in the same type of elec¬ 
tronic controllers used in 
Iron. 

The vulnerabilities, which 
included weak password 
protections, allowed him 
to take remote control of 
the devices and reprogram 
them. 

“What all this is saying is you 
don’t have to be a nation¬ 
state to do this stuff. 

That’s very scary,” said Joe 
Weiss, an industrial control 
system expert. “There’s a 
perception barrier, and I 
think Dillon crashed that 
barrier.” 

One of the biggest makers 
of industrial controllers is Sie¬ 


mens AG, which mode the 
controllers in question. The 
company said it has alerted 
customers, fixed some of 
the problems and is working 
closely with CERT, the cy¬ 


bersecurity arm of the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security. 

Siemens said the issue 
largely affects older models 
of controllers. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Stocks 
closed with steep losses 
Tuesday after disappointing 
corporate earnings and re¬ 
ports that a key meeting of 
European financial ministers 
had been canceled. Assets 
that tend to hold their value 
in a weak economy like U.S. 
government debt and gold 
rose. 

The Dow Jones industrial av¬ 
erage lost 207 points. It had 
gained 409 points over the 
previous three days. 
Manufacturing conglom¬ 
erate 3M cut its 2011 earn¬ 
ings forecast, and U.S. Steel 
warned that demand for its 
products could slow. Netf- 
lix Inc. plunged 35 percent 
after the company cut its 
profit forecast and said it is 
losing subscribers following 
a price increase in July. Af¬ 
ter the market closed, Ama¬ 
zon Inc. plunged 17 percent 
after its earnings came in 
far below Wall Street’s fore¬ 
casts. 

The market was also pulled 
lower by a report that con¬ 
sumer confidence plunged 
in October to the lowest 
level since March 2009. The 
Conference Board index 
measures how shoppers 
feel about business condi¬ 
tions, the job market and 
their outlook for the next six 
months. 

“It’s hard to parse this data 
and find any way that you 


can glean something posi¬ 
tive about it," said Tim Speiss, 
vice president at EisnerAmp- 
er Wealth Planning. 

The Dow fell 207 points, 
or 1.7 percent, to close 
at 11,706.62. 3M fell 6.3 
percent, the largest drop 
among the 30 stocks that 
make up the Dow average. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 25.14, or 2 percent, 
to 1,229.05. The Nasdaq 
dropped 61.02, or 2.3 per¬ 
cent, to 2,638.42. The losses 
turned the Nasdaq nega¬ 
tive for the year once again. 
A rally Monday left the index 
up 1.8 percent for 2011. 
Small company stocks fell 
far more than the broader 
market, a sign that investors 
were shunning assets per¬ 
ceived as being risky.

NEW YORK (AP) — Netflix 
shares plunged Tuesday

Netflix revealed late Mon¬ 
day that it ended Septem¬ 
ber with 23.8 million U.S. 
subscribers. That’s down 
about 800,000 from June 
and worse than what the 
company had hinted at 
before. In September, the 
company predicted it will 
lose about 600,000 U.S. cus¬ 
tomers. 

And it may get worse. Net¬ 
flix said it expects more de¬ 
fections in coming months. 
The exodus began after the 
company raised its prices 
by as much as 60 percent in 
July and split up its stream¬ 
ing and DVD rental servic¬ 
es. Its website was flooded 
by comments from angry 


customers. Many people 
also canceled service, es¬ 
pecially on the DVD-by- 
mail side. The company is 
betting that its future is in 
streaming video, and CEO 
Reed Hastings has said he 
expects Netflix’s DVD sub¬ 
scriptions to steadily de¬ 
cline, much like what has 
happened to AOL Inc.’s 
dial-up Internet service. 

But Netflix bungled a spin 
off its DVD-by-mcil service, 
giving it the name Qwik- 
ster and creating separate 
accounts for people who 
wanted both DVDs and 
movie streaming. By doing 
so, the company created 
what many perceived as 
a more complicated rent¬ 
al process at a company 
that began its meteoric rise 
with a new, easier way of 
searching for and finding 
entertainment effortlessly. 
Netflix shares fell $41.34, or 
34.8 percent, to $77.50 in 
late morning trading Tues¬ 
day.

German satellite crashed 
over Asia’s Bay of Bengal

BERLIN (AP) — Heavily pop¬ 
ulated Asian cities avoided 
a dangerous collision with 
space junk last weekend as 
a detunct German satellite 
crashed into the sea some¬ 
where between India and 
Myanmar. The ROSAT sat¬ 
ellite re-entered the atmo¬ 
sphere at 9:50 p.m. Satur¬ 
day EDT above South Asia’s 
Bay of Bengal, but it re¬ 
mains unclear how much, 
if any, of its debris actually 
reached the sea’s surface, 
the German Aerospace 
Center said Tuesday. 

Most of the 21 -year-old sat¬ 
ellite was expected to burn 
up as it hit the atmosphere, 
but up to 30 fragments 
weighing a total of 1.87 
tons may have splashed 
into the sea. 

Scientists could no longer 
communicate with the 
defunct satellite, let alone 
control it. 


Two Chinese cities with 
millions of residents each, 
Chongqing and Chengdu, 
were only minutes further 
northeast along the sat¬ 
ellite’s projected path, 
according to Jonathan 
McDowell of the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for As¬ 


trophysics in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts. 

The 2.69-ton scientific RO¬ 
SAT satellite was launched 
in Cope Canaveral, Flori¬ 
da, in 1990 and retired in 
1999 after being used for 
research on black holes 
and neutron stars. □

HONOLULU (AP) — Up to 

20 million tons of tsunami 
debris floating from Japan 
could arrive on Hawaii’s 
shores by early 2013, before 
reaching the West Coast, 
according to estimates by 
University of Hawaii scien¬ 
tists. 

A Russian training ship spot¬ 
ted the junk — including 
a refrigerator, a television 
set and other appliances 
— in an area of the Pacific 
Ocean where the scientists 
from the university’s Inter¬ 
national Pacific Research 
Center predicted it would 
be. 

The biggest proof that the 
debris is from the Japanese 
tsunami is a fishing boat 
that’s been traced to the 
Fukushima Prefecture, the 
area hardest hit by the 
March 11 disaster. 

Jan Hafner, a scientific 


computer programmer, 
told The Associated Press 
on Tuesday that research¬ 
ers’ projections show the 
debris would reach the 
coasts of Oregon, Wash¬ 
ington, Alaska and Cana¬ 
da around 2014. 

They estimate the debris 
field is spread out across an 
area that’s roughly 2,000 
miles long and 1,000 miles 
wide located between 
Japan and Midway Atoll, 
where pieces could wash 
up in January. Just how 
much has already sunk and 
what portion is still floating 
is unknown. 

“It’s a common miscon¬ 
ception it’s like one mat 
that you could walk on,” 
he said. 

Hafner and the principal 
researcher in the project, 
oceanographer Nikolai 
Maximenko, have been re¬ 
searching surface ocean 
currents since 2009. When 
the Japan earthquake and 
tsunamis struck, they ap¬ 
plied their research to the 
rubble sucked into the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean from Japan. 
They used computer mod¬ 
els to track its path, but until 
the Russian ship STS Pallada 
sailing from Honolulu con¬ 
tacted them last month, 
they had no direct obser¬ 
vation of the massive de¬ 
bris field. 

“From a scientific point of 
view, it was confirmation 
that our research was do¬ 
ing something right,” Haf¬ 
ner said. “It was big news 
for us. But it was mixed feel¬ 
ings because you can’t be 
excited about something 
as tragic as a tsunami.” 

The magnitude-9.0 earth¬ 
quake produced the sort of 
devastation Japan hadn’t 
seen since World War II, 
leaving more than 21,000 
dead or injured.^

LOS ANGELES (AP) — John¬ 
ny Depp vividly recalls the 
first time he met Hunter S. 
Thompson, sparks flying as 
the author parted a bar 
crowd with a cattle prod 
and a Taser. 

Seventeen years later, 
Depp is making good on 
one of his close friend’s last 
wishes, producing and star¬ 
ring in a film adaptation of 
Thompson’s “The Rum Di¬ 
ary,” written in the early 
1960s but not published 
until Depp stumbled on the 
manuscript a quarter-cen¬ 
tury after. 

Depp and Thompson, who 
died of a self-inflicted gun¬ 
shot wound in 2005, bond¬ 
ed instantly at that first 
meeting in 1994, when the 
actor was spending Christ¬ 
mas in Aspen, Colo., near 
the author’s home. 

A fan of Thompson’s since 
reading the gonzo journal¬ 
ist’s “Fear and Loathing 
in Las Vegas” in his late 
teens, Depp jumped at the 
chance when a mutual 
friend asked if he wanted 
to meet him. 

Depp was told to turn up 
at the tavern at midnight. 
Soon after, Thompson en¬ 
tered brandishing his cattle 
prod and Taser. 

“People were hurling their 
bodies, leaping out of the 


way to try and save them¬ 
selves from this maniac,” 
Depp said in an interview. 
“Then he made his way to 
me. The sparks had died 
down, he just walked right 
up to me and put his hand 
out and said, ‘How do you 
do? My name is Hunter.’” 
Thompson and Depp 
quickly discovered they 
both were born in Kentucky 
and shared many literary 
heroes, among them Er¬ 
nest Hemingway and Na¬ 
thaniel West. Around 2:30 
that morning, they were at 
Thompson’s house, where 
Depp admired a nickel- 
plated shotgun on the wall. 
“’Would you like to fire it?”’ 
Depp recalled Thomp¬ 
son saying. “I said, ‘Yeah. 
Great, man.’ He says, ‘All 
right, great. 

We must build bombs.’ So 
we built bombs in his sink 
out of propane tanks and 
nitroglycerin. Then we took 
them out back and he said, 
‘All right, you get first crack.’ 
So I leveled that 12-gauge 
and I blew it up — 80-foot 
fireball. 

“I think that was my kind of 
rite of passage with Hunter. 
I think that was my test that 
I was OK.” 

Depp went on to play 
Thompson’s alter ego in 
the 1998 movie adapta¬ 
tion of “Fear and Loathing.” 
While preparing for that 


basement of Thompson’s 
home, sorting through box¬ 
es of “Fear and Loathing” 
artifacts — “cherry stems 
and cocktail napkins and 
all these weird notations, 
and photographs of mon¬ 
keys. Who knew what was 
in there?” Depp recalled. 
Then he opened another 
box and found a manu¬ 
script titled “The Rum Diary” 
in red letters. He figured 
Thompson had not looked 
at it since writing it decades 
earlier, the story based on 
the author’s experiences as 
a young reporter in Puerto 
Rico. 

Sitting cross-legged on the 
floor, Depp and Thompson 
passed pages back and 
forth. Within about half an 
hour, Depp had persuaded 
Thompson to publish the 
novel. In return, Thompson 
insisted they should do a 
film version. 

They developed the proj¬ 
ect together for years, 
and Depp became even 
more committed to bring¬ 
ing the story to the screen 
after Thompson killed him¬ 
self amid assorted maladies 
and declining health. 
“There’s nothing more de¬ 
lightful than to see an actor 
play a role that he puts ev¬ 
erything into,” said Graham 
King, a producer on “The 
Rum Diary.”□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama is mak¬ 
ing the rounds in reliably 
Democratic Colitornia, jok¬ 
ing with Jay Leno and tap¬ 
ping the coffers of wealthy, 
celebrity donors as he rais¬ 
es money for his re-election 
bid. The president taped an 
appearance on “The To¬ 
night Show with Joy Leno” 
that was scheduled to air 
Tuesday night. It's his sec¬ 
ond stop on the show os 
sitting president and fourth 
appearance overall. From 
Los Angeles, Obama head¬ 
ed north to San Francisco 
for a fundraiser featuring 
a performance by folk 
rock singer-songwriter Jack 
Johnson. Obama also had 
fundraisers scheduled in 
Denver, all port of a three- 
day, three-state swing 
through the west. Tues¬ 
day’s fundraisers follow star- 
studded campaign events 
in Los Angeles on Monday. 
Obama joined actor Will 
Smith and basketball leg¬ 
end Earvin “Magic” John¬ 
son at a dinner at the home 
of producerJames Lassiter. 
Then he mingled with Mela¬ 
nie Griffith and Antonio Ban¬ 
deras over canapes at the 
movie star couple’s home 
just a few blocks away. 
Obama was in Califor¬ 
nia for money events last 
month. The state ranks as 
Obama’s top donor state, 
and he raised about $1 mil¬ 
lion in the Los Angeles area 
alone during the last two 
fundraising quarters, ac¬ 
cording to on Associated 
Press review of contribu¬ 
tions above $200. The west¬ 
ern tour is one of Obama’s 
busiest donor outreach trips 
of the season. 

Celebrities are tried and 
true fundraising draw, par¬ 
ticularly for Democratic 
presidents. Both the presi¬ 
dent and the stars bask in 
their reflected tome and 
the endorsement of stars 
con be a useful asset. 

Not that he needs the votes 
here. California is a solidly 
Democratic state, though 
Sacramento-based Demo¬ 
cratic consultant Roger 
Salazar said the president, 
echoing national trends, 
is less popular now in the 
state than he was when he 


was elected. 

“Democrats by their na¬ 
ture are going to give the 
president the benefit of the 
doubt,” said Salazar, a vet¬ 
eran of California and na¬ 
tional political campaigns. 
“But they want him to do 
something about it. They 
wont to see some move¬ 
ment.” Obama is promis¬ 
ing some movement. He 
has been pramating his 
$447 billian jabs bill, which 
has been broken up into 
its component parts in 
hopes Congress can pass 
some of them. 

Addressing about 240 do¬ 
nors at the Bellagio hotel 
and casino in Las Vegas 
Monday, Obama said the 
pieces that Republicans 
reject wculd likely linger 
as campaign issues in 
2012. “This is the fight that 
we’re going to have right 
now, and I suspect this is 
the fight that we’re going 
to have to have over the 
next year,” Obama said. 
“The Republicans in Con¬ 
gress and the Republican 
candidates far president 
have made their agenda 
very clear.” 

Addressing danars in Las 
Angeles, Obama ticked 
off his administration’s 
accomplishments, eager 
to reinvigorate support¬ 
ers whose enthusiasm has 
flagged since his 2008 
election. 

“Sometimes I think people 


forget how much has gat- 
ten dane,” the president 
said, as Smith and Johnson 
looked on. He urged his 
backers to rally once again.

The hole in Europe’s bucket

Between the struggle to 
fold a sport jacket so it 
doesn’t wrinkle, the 45-min¬ 
ute wait on a security line if 
I’m flying, the price of gas 
if I’m driving and the worry 
either way that I left the 
coffee maker on, I thought 
I was pretty well versed in 
the inconveniences and 
stresses of domestic travel. 
Hardly! Things could be 
much, much worse, name¬ 
ly if I were a gun owner with 
a permit to carry a con¬ 
cealed firearm in my home 
state and an itch to do so 
in any other state I visited 
as well. 

As matters now stand. I’d 
have to defer to the laws 
of those states, which vary 
widely. In some, my permit 
from back home would 
suffice, even if getting it 
required little more than 
proper adult identification, 
proof of residency and a 
smile. The smile might even 
have been negotiable. A 
scowl and a clean felony 
record and I was good to 
go. 

Other states are sticklers, 
recognizing only their own 
concealed-carry permits 
and granting or withhold¬ 
ing those based on such 
killjoy criteria as whether 
someone has a violent 
misdemeanor conviction, 
a history of alcohol abuse 
or any actual training in 
weapon safety. Some free 
country, ours. 

Thank heaven for the Na¬ 
tional Rifle Association, its 
sights ever fixed on the 
forces that try to separate 
Americans from the deadly 
firearms they like to keep 
snug at their sides. 

The NRA is pushing a bill, 
the National Right-to-Carry 
Reciprocity Act of 2011, 


that would eliminate the 
gun-toting traveler’s woes. 
Should it become law, 
any state that grants con¬ 
cealed-carry permits, no 
matter how strict the con¬ 
ditions, would be forced 
to honor a visitor’s con¬ 
cealed-carry permit from 
another state, no matter 
how lax that state’s stan¬ 
dards. 

Chris W. Cox, the NRA’s 
chief lobbyist, recently 
wrote that the current situ¬ 
ation “presents a night¬ 
mare for interstate travel, 
as many Americans are 
forced to check their Sec¬ 
ond Amendment rights, 
and their fundamental 
right to self-defense, at the 
state line.” 

Nightmare? I think that term 
better applies to the NRA, 
though it’s not the first word 
that springs to mind when I 
mull its current effort. 
Contradiction, hypocrisy: 
Those words rush in ahead. 
The bill thus far has more 
than 200 Republican co¬ 
sponsors in the House, 
many of them conserva¬ 
tives who otherwise com¬ 
plain about attempts by 
an overbearing federal 
government to trample on 
states’ rights in the realms 
of health care, tort reform, 
education - you name it. 
But to promote concealed 
guns, they’re encouraging 
big, bad Washington to 
trample to its heart’s con¬ 
tent. 

Imagine how apoplec¬ 
tic they’d be if, on certain 
other matters, Washing¬ 
ton forced their states to 
yield to others’ values the 
way this bill, HR 822, would 
compel New York, Massa¬ 
chusetts and Connecticut 
to honor more permissive 
gun-control regulations 
from the South and West. 
As it happens these three 
Northeastern states all per¬ 
form same-sex marriages, 
which more conservative 
states do not have to rec¬ 
ognize. 

It’s not fair to talk only 
about Republicans. HR 
822 has dozens of Demo¬ 
cratic co-sponsors as well, 
and when Democrats con¬ 
trolled Congress for the 
first two years of Barack 
Obama’s presidency, they 
made no major progress 
on gun control.^

If it weren’t so tragic, the cur¬ 
rent European crisis would 
be funny, in a gallows-humor 
sort of way. For os one rescue 
plan after another falls flat, 
Europe’s Very Serious People 
- who ore, if such a thing is 
possible, even more pompous 
and self-regarding than their 
American counterparts - just 
keep looking more and more 
ridiculous. 

I’ll get to the tragedy in a min¬ 
ute. First, let’s talk about the 
pratfalls, which hove lately 
hod me humming the old chil¬ 
dren’s song “There’s a Hole in 
My Bucket.’’ 

For those not familiar with the 
song, it concerns a lazy farm¬ 
er who complains about said 
hole and is told by his wife to 
fix it. Each action she suggests, 
however, turns out to require a 
prior action, and, eventually, 
she tells him to draw some wa¬ 
ter from the well. “But there’s 
a hole in my bucket, dear Liza, 
dear Liza.’’ 

What does this hove to do 
with Europe? Well, at this 
point, Greece, where the crisis 
began, is no more than a grim 
sideshow. The clear and pres¬ 
ent danger comes instead 
from a sort of bonk run on Ita¬ 
ly, the euro area’s third-lorgest 
economy. Investors, fearing a 


possible default, ore demand¬ 
ing high interest rotes on Ital¬ 
ian debt. And these high inter¬ 
est rotes, by raising the burden 
of debt service, moke default 
more likely. 

It’s a vicious circle, with fears 
of default threatening to be¬ 
come a self-fulfilling proph¬ 
ecy. To save the euro, this 
threat must be contained. 
But how? The answer has to 
involve creating a fund that 
con, if necessary, lend Italy 
(and Spain, which is also under 
threat) enough money that 
it doesn’t need to borrow at 
those high rotes. Such a fund 
probably wouldn’t hove to be 
used, since its mere existence 
should put on end to the cycle 
of fear. But the potential for re¬ 
ally large-scale lending, cer¬ 
tainly more than a trillion euros 
worth, has to be there. 

And here’s the problem: All the 
various proposals for creating 
such a fund ultimately require 
backing from major European 
governments, whose promises 
to investors must be credible 
for the plan to work. Yet Italy 
is one of those major govern¬ 
ments; it can’t achieve a res¬ 
cue by lending money to itself. 
And France, the euro area’s 
second-biggest economy, 
has been looking shaky lately, 
raising fears that creation of a 
large rescue fund, by in effect 
adding to French debt, could 
simply hove the effect of add¬ 
ing France to the list of crisis 
countries. There’s a hole in the 
bucket, dear Liza, dear Liza. 
You see what I mean about 
the situation being funny in a 
gallows-humor fashion? What 
mokes the story really painful is 
the fact that none of this hod 
to happen. 

Think about countries like Brit¬ 
ain, Japan and the United 
States, which hove large 


debts and deficits yet remain 
able to borrow at low interest 
rotes. What’s their secret? The 
answer, in large port, is that 
they retain their own curren¬ 
cies, and investors know that 
in a pinch they could finance 
their deficits by printing more 
of those currencies. If the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bonk were to 
similarly stand behind Europe¬ 
an debts, the crisis would ease 
dramatically. 

Wouldn’t that cause inflation? 
Probably not: Whatever the 
likes of Ron Paul may believe, 
money creation isn’t inflation¬ 
ary in a depressed economy. 
Furthermore, Europe actually 
needs modestly higher over¬ 
all inflation: too low on overall 
inflation rote would condemn 
southern Europe to years of 
grinding deflation, virtually 
guaranteeing both continued 
high unemployment and a 
string of defaults. 

But such action, we keep be¬ 
ing told, is off the table. The 
statutes under which the cen¬ 
tral bonk was established sup¬ 
posedly prohibit this kind of 
thing, although one suspects 
that clever lawyers could find 
a way to moke it happen. The 
broader problem, however, 
is that the whole euro system 
was designed to fight the lost 
economic war. It’s a Moginot 
Line built to prevent a replay of 
the 1970s, which is worse than 
useless when the real danger 
is a replay of the 1930s. 

And this turn of events is, os I 
said, tragic. 

The story of postwar Europe 
is deeply inspiring. Out of the 
ruins of war, Europeans built a 
system of peace and democ¬ 
racy, constructing along the 
way societies that, while im¬ 
perfect - what society isn’t? - 
ore arguably the most decent 
in human history.Q
